However, SAC Gunderson 
is a party in his official capacity and as: an individual to the civil suit filed by 
ACLU attorneys in U. S. District Court of the District of Connecticut. SAC 
Gunderson has categorically denied the knowledge :of wiretapping by the New Haven 
police or ever having been in the particular location, whilethe alleged wire- 
tapping was taking place or where there was any equipment which was being 
used for wiretapping. SAC Gunderson’s teletype to the Director and New Haven 
dated June 29, 1977 (attached) sets forth his'denial of any specific knowledge 
of illegal wiretapping -by the New Haven Police.

On September 9, 1977, Associate Director Held referred to me the attached 
letter sent by SAC Gunderson to the Director dated September 2, 1977. The 
Director noted on SAC Gundersonjs letter, 'Research and advise please - I feel 
he would have to be gone quite a bit and doubt the advisability. " 

The Director's inquiry requires a consideration of questions of ethics, 
Bureau policy, and law. The ethical question is whether an SAC should enter 
into an arrangement whereby he will benefit personally and directly and there 
is potential that FBI jurisdiction could involve him in an investigation of the 
activity in which he plays a contributing role. One difficulty in making a judgment 
in that regard is estimating, the probability that the FBI would investigate some 
aspect of the activity. In this instance, there appears to be potential investigative 
jurisdiction in 18 USC 224 "Bribery in Sporting Contests*' and 18 USC 1084 'Inter- 
state Transportation of Wagering Information. " The Director may want to discuss 
this concern with the SAC before making his decision whether to approve participav 
tion in the activity by the SAC. fcf 1 p i

The Attorney General's regulations generally^prohibit'acceptance of ’gifts, 
entertainment, and favors and similar gratuities from one whose interests may 
be substantially affected by the performance. or nonperformance of the, employee’s 
official duty. However, exceptions are provided to allow acceptance of lunches 
or dinners of nominal value on infrequent occasions/ acceptance < of unsolicited ; 
promotional material of nominal intrinsic value, and receipt-of reimbursement 
for actual expenses 'for travel and subsistence for which no'Government payment 
or reimbursement is made. In this last exception, there is a limitation that 
prohibits an employee from accepting "excessive personal living, expenses, gifts, 
entertainment or other personal benefits. " In view: of the detailed statements in 
these regulations, the Director may wish to consider a full statement of the 
gratuities to be received by the SAC in making his decision.

KPOL noted these activities took place On Hitler's 
birthday; compared statements of FBI Agents to those of 
Hitler's SS troops; .and mentioned Hitler executed six million 
Jews . 

In addition to executing six million Jews , Adolph 
Hitler inaugurated World War II with his 1939 invasion of 
Poland, established the Nazi Party, became an - absolute 
dictator, dehumanized his followers, condemned thousands of 
women and children to death, hated religion, and -- :in a word 
became a curse to decent people everywhere. His bloody 
SS troops were notorious for having neither fear nor com- 
passion. His concentration camps were rampant with torture, 
murder, and corruption.

OPERATION "TARPIT" 



256 persons have been arrested in the most successful 
anti-fencing operation in the nation's history. A combined 
force of Los Angeles County Sheriff's Deputies and agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation have been cooperating 
in the operation since July 1, 1976. To date, they have saved 
and recovered property and contraband worth over 42 million 
dollars . 

Those arrested face both local and federal charges for 
receiving stolen property and interstate transportation of 
stolen property. Other arrests made as a result of the 
lengthy investigations included robbery, grand theft and 
sales of narcotics. 

Details of the long and complicated operation were 
discussed during a news conference today at the Hall of 
Justice. Ted L. Gunderson, Senior Special Agent in charge of 
the Los Angeles Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
and Sheriff Peter J. Pitchess said that they expect more 
arrests to be made as more cases are concluded. 

Sheriff Pitchess attributed the success of the operation 
to "an effective use of skilled undercover personnel from

participating agencies, a sensible use of reliable informants 
and a sharing of information developed by all law enforcement! 
agencies. It was a 'joint venture' in every sense of the word. 

"We think we have injected one monstrous note of uncer- 
tainty into everyone who engages in the 'fencing' business. To 
keep them nervous, we should add that we expect the arrest 
figures to rise to close to 500. 

"We were able to mount the operation through the assist- 
ance of Mr. James Golden, Director of the Enforcement Division 
of the LEAA, whose agency provided a $450,000.00 grant. 

"To appreciate how successful we have been, there were 
47 similar operations in 35 cities throughout the country in 
recent years. These operations netted, collectively, almost 
74 million dollars. This single operation accounts for an 
additional 42 million in savings and recoveries bringing LEAA's 
national program total to 116 million dollars. 

Sheriff Pitchess and Senior Special ‘Agent Gunderson also 
indicated that beneficial ’side-ef fects develop from such an 
effective operation. Many active "fences" restrict or stop 
operations, causing burglars and thieves to take more risks 
in disposing of their stolen property- -frequently increasing 
their chances of arrest. Also, the undercover officers de- 
velop extensive information on a multitude of illegal activ- 
ities that is passed on to other law enforcement agencies to 
act upon.

The Director's letter transferring me from Dallas 
to Los Angeles in September, 1977, advised that I was to 
serve in the capacity' of .Senior SAC of this office and 
would not carry the title of Assistant Director in Charge 
which was the title carried by my predecessor. 

The Los Angeles Division, which is the second 
largest in the Bureau, is unique in its organizational 
structure having four SACs and no Assistant Special Agents 
in Charge (ASACs) . Each of oUr three divisions. Administrative, 
Criminal -Intelligence, and Organized Crime-White Collar Crime, 
is headed by a SAC who is assisted by a Coordinating 
Supervisor designated as #1 Han. Although each SAC is fully 
aware of his individual role, responsibility, and authority, 
all of us are frequently placed in the awkward position of 
having to explain in detail to outsiders the relative position , 
of each. There have been occasions where different newspaper 
articles appearing in the local press within the same week 
have identified three different individuals as SAC of the Los 
Angeles Division. This is a situation, which can be very 
easily rectified by reactivating the title of ADIC or any 
other title which would specifically identify myself as the 
ranking official of this division. The Bureau should also 
be aware that from an operational standpoint, our agreement 
with General and Pacific Telephone Companies requires that 
requests for telephone toll records in FCI matters be signed 
by an individual carrying the title of ADIC. Since September,
